Like other countries in the tropical zone Mexico has its rainy 


Heation, when showers come daily. Sometimes for days on end 
it rains almost at the same hour and apparently at the same 
minute of the day. Usualy the rain begins to fall about 2 o'clock 
In the afternoon and may continue until 4 o'clock. 


Mexico City the capital of t.he republic, which the Mexicans 


pronounce "Mehico" is considered one of the most beautiful of the 
world's capitals. This ancient city dominates the land as Parte 
does France. Today the capital of Mexico is essentially- modern, 
picturesque in site bracing in climate, but somewhat Unfinished 
architecturally and in other ways. 


The Mexican Bill of Rights or "The Rights of Man" as it is 


called, forms the first flection of the Federal Constitution, and 
covers Hourly the whole range of powers and privileges which 
uhould be enjoyed by a self-respecting and self-reliant people. 
In form und theory the Bill of Rights could scarcely be improved 
upon but its execution, of course, is an entirely different matter.
